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One of the important discussions at the 1929 meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, held last July at Capetown 
University, concerned the nature of life. The discussion was opened by 
General J. C. Smuts, and other members of the Association who took 
part were Dr. J. S. Haldane, Professors J. L. Hogben, R. F: A 
Hoernle, Edward Charles Baly, George Barger, A. S. Eddington, H. Wil- 
don Carr and Sir Daniel Hall. These papers have been published 
recently. The Nature of Life comprises in substance the contribution of 
Professor Carr. To readers of the Personalist and to students of 
contemporary philosophy he needs no introduction.
